The Festival of Order. 


in an orgy of disorder a Jewish celebration proclaims the festival of 
Order. Ata time when our enemies assuré us that International Law 
is ended, the Jew proclaims the festival of the Law. What could better 
‘lustrate the eternal " timeliness " of Judaism, its unfailing applicability to 
the problems of life, or its genius for fastening on the things that 
couot, the vital needs of men? The whole of the deadly struggle in 
which the nations are locked is a struggle for the unchallenged supremacy 
of ‘Law.”. They see what Judaism’ realised many generations since; 
that while Liberty is good and Progress is good, both are conditioned by 
|aw—cannot, indeed, exist without it. And what is this Law 
which our people will “rejoice” over in the coming week? 
lt is a great moral code, neglect of contempt of which has 
brought mankind to its present pass. It is safe to say that if the 
ordinances of Scripture—those of universal application—had received 
more than lip service, the world would have been spared the present 
horrors. Nations wouid have thrown off their covetous<nstincts. There 
would have been none of those removals of our neighbours’ landmarks 
which have led straight to the calamity of the existing struggle. And the 
reign of peace which seems always such a radiant but distant vision 
would have taken shape as a golden reality. But it all has a moral for 
jews. Let those of them who believe that Judaism has run its course 
and that its day is done, ponder over these facts. Judaism still has its 
oissions. One of them is to “rejoice ’’ in the Law and teach it. Only an 
urable optimism could announce that that task is now accomplished ! 


A Mean and Wicked Agitation. 


\Ve bave come across some mean and wicked newspaper agitations in 
our time, but for sheer repulsiveness the palm must be awarded to the 
attacks on “ alien” residents here, to which the recent air-raids have 
given rise. The vile and malicious mischief-making is stated to be aimed 
at foreigners in general, but one newspaper, whose brutality characteris- 
tically gets the better of its prudence, openly singles out for its oppro- 
brium “the swarms of aliens, Jew and Gentile, but mainly Jew.” Others 
wrap up their attacks in very thin and unmistakable disguises. We do 
2ot know whether it is any use arguing with people of this description. 
Such an article, brimming over with abuse and insult, as dishgured the 
columns of the Morning Post of Wednesday last, for instance, is evidence 
of a condition of sheer panic which makes any rational appeal for reason 
and fairness in the trying circumstances almost a wasteof labour. At 
the same time, however, it is bound to afford comfort to the enemy as an 
‘ndication of the plight iato which persons who should know better are 
thrown by the raids. Again, another newspaper, in its wild distraction, 
speaks of a hundred aliens to one native being found in Brighton, 
a grotesque exaggeration which would give the famous town a population 
of some thirteen millions, and which almost points to a mind 
unhinged. We feelit necessary, however, as Jews and as citizens, to 
deal in as plain language as possible with this atrocious campaign, and 
toendeavour to introduce an element of decent consideration into the 
discussion. We pass by the fact that the unhappy people upon whom 
all this vitriol is poured have had theig nerves shattered by the oppres- 
sion and the hounding to which they were subjected in the land of their 
birth, and whose upbringing amid persecution has been inconsistent with 
the cultivation of the nerve power characteristic of free-born English 
people. We, however, would point out that they live in districts that, 
for reasons into which we need not enter, have been the favourite 
avenues of approach for hostile aircraft. Time after time these. ‘people 
have suffered terribly from these attacks. Is it surprising that in their 
bervous and crowded condition, and with the intense love of their 
children, particularly,-which is a common-place of Jewish life, they 
should seek shelter at the approach of fresh danger? 


A Ludicrous Distortion. 

THe idea that? after all, these persons, thcugh Jews and foreigt 
ones by birth at that, are human beings—subjected, as England's 
greatest poet reminded us centuries ago, to the same humag 
frailties as the rest of mankind—appears not to have occurred to the 
writers of the newspaper articles. Hence their introduction of additional 
appeals to prejudice. These aliens, we are told, are dirty, and disease- 
carriers. Anyone would suppose from this that the Jewish quarters of 
the East End were centres of dangerous infection and sickness, whereas 
of course, they compare well enough with other areas. But the trump- 
card is always that men of military age figure in the alien crowds, the 
inference being that foreign cowards are allowed still to remain in our 
midst and jeopardise the health and safety of the rest of the population, 
Yet the men who write this stuff know full.well that the Russian 
aliens are now, subject to conscription—thanks in no small degree 
to the Jewish Press of this country, which supported their con- 
scription in the teeth of much opposition and misunderstanding. Why, 
having obtained a solution so thoroughly acceptable to themselves, do these 
reckless agitators still nibble and tear at the bone of alien “ slacking’"— 
unless it be still farther to int:osify and embitter public feeling and 
incidentally to gain favour by truckling to what they regard as a 
prejudice profitable to themselves? To read these newspaper diatribes 
one would suppose that only aliens are fear-stricken by the raids, that 
only Jews have a care for their skins, that only foreigners flock to the 
Tubes or fly from the Metropolis. Anybody who cared to go into the 
facts must know that this is a ludicrous and infamous distortion of the 
truth. The movement is as widespread as it is natural, and it affects 
people of all classes. There arecrowded Tube stations whe:® one can 
hardly see asingle Jew, and thronzed termini in which the Jew is swamped 
by non-Jews. But simple facts like these would not make good payiog 
copy,” and so they are tabooed. We presume that it is useless to appeal 
to the patriotism of the newspapers in question. It would apparently be a 
waste of time to ask them not to play the German game by stirring up 
civil strife while the enemy is at the gates. It is for the Government, 
however, to consider how far the national interests are served by this 
panicky " and cowardly campaign of incitement against certain sections 
of the population of this country, and this, we hops, they > without 
delay. 


A Helping Hand Needed. 


THERE is alsoa question, however. whether the Jewish Community itself 
cannot be of some service to their poorer coreligionists who cannot, hke 
many others, Jew and Gentile alike, remove to some safer locality. Are 
there no communal buildings, synagogues, schools, aad cfhces, for 
instance, which could be kept open, under proper control. We nete 
with satisfaction that some of the London County Council schools 
are to be utilised as refuges in the evenings. But printed directions, 
and even personal guidance as to tae local of such retuges might 
also be given by Jewish voluateers; while it is also possible that 
other, not specially Jewish, refuges might be organised. Is it not possible, 
again, to impress upon these poor people a greater measure 
of self-restraint than is visible, say, in the violent attacks of their assailants? 
And then, again, there is the desirability of answering the scandalous 
calumnies in which some of the newspapers are indulging. So far as we 
know, this has not so far been done officially. It is one of those 
things which being “ everybody's duty "’ ends by becoming nobody's 
duty.” There ought surely to be some communal organisation which, 
supplementing the Jewish press, could stop the administration of the 
poison that is being so industrious disseminated. 


Returned Russian Jews’ Dependents. 


WE are glad to see that the question of the maintenance of the families 
of the Russians who have returned to their native land for service was 
raised at the meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians, but regret that 
nothing very practical or promising came of the discussion. We cannot 
admit that the not unnatural preference of these men for the Russian 
Army absolves the Community here from any responsibility for the 
dependents whom they have left behind—more especially when we 
remember the inen’s insistent requests that their families might be allowed 
to accompany them. The President of the Board, however, appeared 
to base the policy of mon possumus upon the straitened financial 
position of the institution, and in this respect it is impossible to 
deny to his remarks a great deal of cogency. The Board 
itself is labouring under a deficit of some £8,000. This deficit 
must be cleared away, and the chances of doing so, and at the same time 
providing assistance on a large scale for some five or six hundred families, 
are not promising. But we do not, however, like to see the Board simply, 
as it were, shrugging its shoulders at the question and passing on. No 
better organisation than the Board, with its unrivalled experience, could 
possibly be found to tackle this problem and deal with it effectually, and 
we are not altogether convinced that it could not have done something 
in meeting if, even if finding the large sum mentioned :by the President 
is out of the question. We observe, for instance, that the Government 
are prepared to repay half the cost of supporting these families and are 
in negotiation with the Russian Government upon the whole subject. 
From these two sources, supplemented perhaps by private collections, 
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sufficient ought to be obtained to meet the difficulty, in large measure at 
least, particularly when we recollect that some of these people should, 
presumably, gradually be enabled to shift for themselves. It appears to 
us to be the duty of the Board to assist the Government on the one 
hand and the poor people on the other with at least advice, guidance, and 
in any other such way as the authorities may request. This is a patriotic 
duty—as well as an obligation which it owes to its own position as the 
leading charitable agency of the Jewish Community of London. 


Rabbi and Minister. 


WE printed last week a courteous reply from the Rev. Dr. ABELSON to 
our comments on the case of a young man who claimed exemption from 
military service on the ground that he was a Jewish Minister. It is 
evident, however, that Dr. ABELSON has misunderstood our position. 
It may be perfectly true that it is only the possession of the qualifica- 
tions he mentioned which would constitute a man a Rabbi “in the 
opinion of the Anglo-Jewish ecclesiastical authorities.” What we 
questioned was whether that opinion was the right one, from the poiat 
of view of the general and accepted Jewish practice, for the 
standard set up may be the Anglo-Jewish standard, but it 
has not hitherto been the general Jewish standard, Despite Dr, 
ABELSON'S letter, however, we still contend that a great deal of con- 
fusion exists upon what constitutes a Rabbi or a Mister; and if we were 
to accept our correspondent's suggestion and agree only to recognise those 
as ‘‘ Rabbis " who bad passed the qualifying examination set by the Anglo- 
Jewish authorities, the confusion would still exist, for men who held 
themselves entitled to the name of Rabbi would go on using it, while the 
bodies who elected them would continue to call these men “ Ministers.” 
The only way out of the impasse perhaps, would be for the Beth Dia to 
compile a sort of register of those whom it regards as duly authorised 
Rabbis and Ministers. We should then be .clear, at all events, as to 
who were and who were not entitled to the honour, in the opinion 
of the chief Ecclesiastical Authority of this country. One result 
of such a register would be that the Ecclesiastical Authorities would 
have cleared up their position, and such cases as thése which were the 
origin of the present controversy would probably present far less 


dificulty to the English courts than they do at present. 


Hayes, 

We ask the earnest attention of our readers to the condition of th 
Jewish Industrial Sthool at Hayes. This school, as ali the Community 
knows, has done magnificent work in rescuing Jewish children from an 
otherwise inevitable career of crime and turning them into good, honest, 
self-respecting citizens. This has been of infinite valve, from the point 
of view of the good name of English Jewry, and, of course, an equally 
blessed thing for the lads themselves. These boys have, in almost every 
instance, done well. In the war they have well performed their duty, no 
fewer. than 114 having enlisted, nine of whom have been killed and 
twenty-two wounded, while one old Hayes boy has been awarded the 
Military Medal. High prices and possibly other causes have, however, 
seriously affected the school’s finances, and, despite economies and 
the postponement of much-needed improvements, the institution 
had, even as far back as last March, an overdraft to its 
bankers of nearly £1,500. We ask our readers, in these 
circumstances, to come generously to the School's assistance. It is 
particularly urgent that the institution should not suffer now, having 
regard to the large increase of juvenile delinquency whish war conditions 
have let loose in the Jewish as in other communities. No right think. 
ing Jew or Jewess would withhold support from this institution which, 
called into- existence very largely as the result of representations 
by non-Jews, has shown such a splendid efficiency in handling the 
problem entrusted toit. For the sake of these unfortunate members of 
young Jewry as well as for that of the Community's own prestige and 
good name, we are sure that our readers will lose no time i~ assisting the 
School out of its present serious predicament.

THe whole of the Community will, we are sure, join usin tendering the 
very heartiest congratulations to Mr. D. L. Alexander, K.C., upon his attain- 
ment to-day of his 75th birthday, and upon his restoration to health after 
the very serious illness through which he bas passed. The patience and 
courage which our distinguished coreligionist displayed in that severe 
ordeal have been a shining example to younger men, and have enhanced 
the keen satisfaction which is felt at his recovery. Many of us may have 
differed from Mr. Alexander on questions of policy. But none have 
entertained any feeling but one of profound respect for his sustained 
zeal and high public spirit. We hope—every one of us—that Mr. 
Alexander may celebrate many more birthdays and that Jewish affairs 
may yet again enjoy the benefit of his wide and mature experience.

The War and the Jew. 
The Jewish Cause. 


l is seldom that a document so essentially human, as the phrase goes 
has proceeded even from the Front, as the one from which some 
extensive extracts are here reprinted. It was penned by a Jewish 
soldier-boy who voluntarily donned the khaki in the early days of 

terrible conflict, who has twice suffered wounds and is once again in 

The letter was written mainly for the purpose of greeting the 


The rest now 
» « « Out here, with all that goes on, there are times when we 
have nothing worse to do than to think, and occasionally 1 have 
pondered and thought of how much happiness I have missed in my life 
through disregard for Judaism, all it means, and all it provides for 
those who listen to its call. Don't for .heaven’s sake think |! 
have turned “ pi,” nothing of the sort. It is not the religious part 
of Judaism, “ keeping "’ this or observing that, that I mean, for 1 don’t 
eippose 1 should ever be " gone on religion” and that sort of thing. 
\Vhat I am thinking about is just the side of Judaism that makes for 
our adhesion to it as a cult, and which bids us stand against imbibing 

adopting the cult of other peoples. You know how we ail 
were at home—and I suppose are now—anxious about nothing save 
being English and confining all the demands of Judaism to the four 
walls of the synagogue, or an institution or two to which Father from 
‘ime to time goes down. I daresay you have heard his favourite 
remark: “ Jews are all very well to go to shool with, but—well. give 
me a right down Englishman for anything else.” May I say, en 
parenthése though, that if synagogue attendances don’t buck up, poor 
old Pater won't have any Jews to go to shool with, even the few 
times a year he beats up now. 

I will confess that there was not much thought of the Jew or 
Judiasm about me when I joined up. _I felt it my duty as an English. 
man, and to be anything like a skiffler or a slacker, I would have died 
ten times over first if that had been possible. I took my disc as 
~ Jew,” simply because when they asked me and the chap saw | 
hesitated, he looked at me and in quite a kindly, comforting, never- 
mind-you-ean’t-help-it-you-know style said, before I could get a word 
in, ‘Oh! that’s all right. ‘Jew’ I presume!" To be frank I think I 
should have put up for Church of England if he had not taken the 
words out of my mouth, But I shall never forget Father when I showed 
him the disc, He put on his glasses, quizzed at the “ Jew,” grunted, 
and said to me: “ Well, you wear it underneath so it don't matter, 
does it?” As I say, since then I have been thinking a good deal 
because the opportunity has more than once presented itself. 

But I was first called to book, so to speak, soon after I joined up. 
| recollect how one of my pals spoke of me, not unkindly, in my hearing 
asa Jew. I resented it, really, though I pretended | did not care, by 
saying I was a Jew by religion and proud of it (which was not exactly 
just 
the same as amy other soldier. “Oh! stow that,” said my 
pal, “a Jew’s a Jew, religion or no religion, and so far as I can see 
he need only hide the fact when he is silly enough to wisi to hide 
it!” This and many other happenings made me in the end ask 
myself whether after all I was not in the Army as a Jew and no? as an 
Englishman. 

And this thought bronght along another: Is there a specifically 
Jewish cause in this war? Is there something for which a man should 
fight as a Jew, apart from his being English or any .other allied 
nationality? I have come definitely to the conclusion that there is, 
and I am free to confess that without it I could not have put exactly 
every ounce of go into the job, which is by no means a nice 
or am easy one. Perhaps what has helped me to the conclusion 
is the acquaintance I made of a _ very intelligent German 
prisoner, quite a philosophers in his way. He told me somethign of 
Germany's ideas and Germany’s ideals, and showed me how all of us 


should see how Germany had before the war reached a pitch when her 
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people were the slaves of ideas and ideals,with which in turn, if Germ any 
wins in this struggle, she must enslave the larger part of huminity—other- 
wise she is fighting in vain and for nought. And those ideals and ideas, 
there can be no question, are the very antithesis of everything Jewish 
in the higher sense of the word—they are something above the things 
which civilisation has agreed to set as the very highest ideas and ideals, 
the supreme things of life. Before these conceptions, Right, Justice, 
Honour, Truth, have all to take a second place, nay they have 
all to be subservient to Germanism and tolerated if they 
can be of service to that aill-engulfing cult. And so I 
figured it out that although Christianity might have a real cause to 
defend and uphold in this War—nay, has—it is Judaism that has most 
tc lose in a German victory and most to gain in a German defeat 
+ « » SO though it is terrible to see the fight go on, horrib'e to see 
the blood flow and wicked to see pal after pal go down, we have to 
comfort ourselves as best we may with the thought that but for victory 
over the Boches Life would not be worth living. . Here, then, 
is the Jewish cause in this War, the keeping first and foremost such 
great principles as I have mentioned which Germany would have 
take second place. That is the cause which is essential to 
Judaism, not again I say in the religious sense, but in everying for 
which Judaism stands, and I smile when tells me that he feels 
there is a Jewish cause in this War, because he thinks Palestine may 
come to the Jews; as if there is not ample Jewish cause and to spare 
without. But ——— always was a Zionist, and now he is of course 
very thick on transferring if, he can wangle it, to the 
Regiment. 

. »« Anyway, so far as I am concerned, I have come to the 
conclusion that loyal to England as I am-—-and God knows | am that! 
—I am, because I am a Jew, in this fight as a Jew and not as an 
i:nglishman. Also I don't now a bit agree with Pater about Jews and 
Judaism being for the synagogue only. In fact, I think the synagogue 
side is only an aspect and not the vital one, and that because the Jew 
is a Jew, religion or no religion—as my pal put it—if he wants to be a 
Jew, so far as the synagogue is concerned, he must be a Jew in all 
aspects of his life. And therein is the. real importance of the syna- 
gogue aspect—if regarded it makes mana Jew in every other aspect. 
I could prove that by the services we have out here, . . . .

Christianity and the Jews. 


Under the above caption the Eastern Daily Press has printed the following 
letter from Mr. Frederic S. Franklin, who wrote from “ Elcot,” Sheringham :— 


Sir.—The celebration of the centenary meeting of the Norwich Auxiliary of the 
London Society for the Promotion of Christianity Among the Jews has come and gone, 
but it can hardly have given much satisfaction to its misguided supporters.

Anti-Jewish Prejudices in Russia. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] PETROGRAD. 

Immediately after the Revolution State posts were not only thrown open to 
Jews, but those in authority who had to find suitable officials for the Republican 
régime very often went out of their way to induce Jews to accept office Many 
rejected the honour, even then believing that they would serve Jewish interests 
better by remaining in unofficial obscurity. The Railway Congress which bas 
just been held at Kharkoff revealed the fact that inthe Department of Ways and 
Communications the same anti-Semitic prejudice is spreading as that which, asl 
previously reported, led to the resignation of the Jewish employés at the Odessa 
postal and telegraph offices. The Congress expressed its profound regret that 
excuses were again being found to prevent Jews from obtaining emp.oyment on 
the railways, although work was more plentiful than ever and labour was vefy 
scarce. 

In the province of Bessarabia, plots of German colonists, in conjunction with 
officials of the old régime, were discovered against Jews and the Republic 

At Paviovsk, after prolonged trouble, order has been restored by the continued 
display of military force in the streets. Jews who spent many sleepless nights at 
the railway station are now resdming norma! work. The pogrom agitation was 
commenced by refugees from Petrograd, who accused the Jews of the shooting 
affrays here and of complicity in the Maximalist plots. The anti-Semites 
demanded a crusade against the Jews as a means of restoring “the Tsar and order. 

The Municipalities of Petroerad and Moscow have isswed strong. appeals to 
the population to counteract the pogrom movements, and to regard the Jews as 
brethren. A similar manifesto was issued by the Ukraine Central Counc: against 
the work of the Kief Black Hundreds 


Russian Jews and the Land Movement. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ]} PETROGRAD. 

A movement is on foot in certain Jewish quarters interested in agricultural 
work to secure the settlement of large numbers of Jews on the land in new Jewish 
colonies. The promoters urge that the Jews should raise the question at the 
meéeting of the Constituent Assembly and request it to allot extensive tracts of 
landto them. The question will, no doubt, be discussed by the Russo-Jewish 
Congress, but the Jewish Colonisation Association has also convened a conference 
of Jewish colonists and of those interested in the promotion of agricultural work 
amosg Jews, to consider the future of the Jewish colonies in Russia and the 
possibilities presented for the development of agricultural work among our 
coreligionists under the new régime 

The existing Jewish colonies in the South are now developing on free lines. 
The local Rabbis have assumed the powers which the former Government allotted 
to Crown Kabbis appointed by the Ministry, who generally proved to be mere 
bureaucratic officials. The office of the loca! Government Chief in each colony 
was abolished, and thus another source of oppression went. The colonies are 
pow managed by elected officials. 


Orthodoxy in Russia. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] PETROGRAD. 


[t is interesting to note that Ccespite the claims of the Bundists and Socialists 
regarding their hold on the Jewish masses, the orthodox leaders not only assert, 
but fully believe, that ninety per cent. of the Kussian Jews are with them. It is 
also ooteworthy that the Moscow Conference of the orthodox organisation, 
“Freedom and Tradition,” in diseussing political problems, decided, after hot 
Gebates, in favour of an eight hours’ day for labour, and it accorded to the work- 
men the right to strike. It also approved the principle of freédom of conscience 
and dealt with schemes of religious education for girls. In granting al! these 
concessions to the left wing their supporters were called upon to prove that their 
propositions were in harmony with the spirit of Jewish law. A resolution 
satisfying all sections was adopted on the Palestinian question; and schemes 
for settling Jews on the land, as well as relating to communal organisation, were 
under consideration. Rabbi Isaac, of l’onevez, and Rabbi Nurok, of Mittau, were 
the leading Ggures at the Conference. 


Abducted Russian Jews in Austria. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) ZURICH. 


The Jewish leaders in Vienna have been secretly approached by two hundred 
and Gfty Volbynian Jews who had been abducted to Salzburg, and who begged 
their coreligionists to petition the Minisiry to ameliorate their position. They are 
forced to work under trying conditions in the production of bricks, and very little 
food is given tothem. Severe punishment is administered to those who attempt 
to buy more nourishing food. They are also prohibited from sending written 
communications anywhere. 


Shochetim and Military Service in Hungary. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT | ZURICH, 


A representative deputation of Rabbis and communal leaders has presented;a 
memorial to the Hungarian Minister of Defence against the proposed enrolment 
of the Shochetim (who have hitherto been exempted) into the Army. At first the 
Minister was unfavourably inclined towards the petition, but when he heard that 
it was only a question of gaining a few hundred soldiers, that the process of 
learning a Shochet's duties was a long one, and also that the enlistment of 
Shochetim would prove a disaster to the communities, he promised to reconsider 
the question with his colleagues. 


Jewish Free School in Calcutta. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] CALCUTTA.

BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


DEPENDENTS OF RUSSIANS IN THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 


A meeting of the Board was held last Thursday at the Board Room, Middlesex

fhe President welcomed the presence of Major Lionel de Rothschild, M.P., 
he newly-elected Treasurer and Trustee of the ‘Board, in place of the late Mr. 
Leopold de Rothschild. 


The PRESIDENT made a statement with reference to dependents Of 
Russians who had gone back to Russia under the Convention between the 
tritish and Russian Governmenis. He said that during the recess " 
appeared likely, when the Convention between the British and Russia® 


-overnments came into operation, that applications might be made to the 
Board by dependents of Russians who had elected to go back to Russia. 
[be Hon. Secretary, after consultation with him (he was unfortunately unwel! 
and could not come to town) decided that such ap¢fivations shonld not be enter- 
tained during the recess and that no encouragement should be given on publi: 
»roands to Russians domiciled in England to avoid service in the British Army. 
Now that it had been possible to call the Board together, this question was brought 
Leflore them, and before finishing what he had to say he would move a resolu- 
ion inviting the Board to approve and continue the course adopted by the 
Hlonorary Othcers.. He was not in a position to give reliable data as to the number 
of persons likely to be affected. Butso far as regarded applications which had 
been already made to the Board, they were insignificant. They were, up to tbe end of 
last week, nine in number. But this was no indication whatever of the extent of 
the problem. He understood that an estimate had been formed that between 
ur thousand and five thousand had registered to be sent to Russia, but 
‘hat experience was showing that something like 30 per cent. did not go. An 
estimate had, he beliéved, been formed that between 500 and 600 families would 
have to be supported at a weekly cost of 4500 to 4600. These figures, for what 
bey were worth, were, he understood, only for London. He should like to add 
that these particulars had reached him quite by chance; he gave them under al! 
reserve, without knowing what reliance could be attributed to them. Various 
rumours had been in circulation of the assistance at present forthcoming from 
the Russian Goverment. Beyond the payment of a certain sum, part of which 
ad, he understood, been expended on those who had left, and the balance on 
those who were left behind, such sum being now practically exhausted, there was 
no knowledge, he believed, of what the further intentions of the Russian 
Government might be. The Shelter, too, he believed, was interested in 


this question, as they had had in their charge about eighty families 
of Russo-Belgians, who had registered to go to Russia. The Russians, 
who bad registered to go, could bave remained here, and, on join- 


ng the British Army, they would-have received the same separation allowances 
as did the dependents of all other soldiers. They elected to go for reasons best 
known to themselves and left their families to take their chance. This ground 
might be to many an all-sufficient justification for the course which the Board 
was, in his Opinion, compelled totake. But there was another anda dominating 
reason, and that was the financial position of the Board. As they might re- 
member, the Treasurer reported their deficit at the end of six months as /7,8C0. 
He did not know what was the result of the working of the present three months, 
as the figures would not be available until after the close of the present month, 
but he would expect some further deterioration. And they were about to facea 
most dificult winter. He hoped there would be no increase of casual! distress, 
but be feared there might be. They were spending; however, on an average nearly 
‘300 a week on allowances—what he mightcall, colloquially, permanent distress, 
and jood conditions might possibly compel them further to augment the scale. If 
they were to take on this fresh liability, or any part of it, they would be betraying 
the interests of all these people, and of all those others who turned to the Board in 
their emergencies, and who could go nowhere else. It might be said that the Board 
should issue a special appeal for the purpose of raising funds to assist the 
dependents of Russians who had elected to go to Russia. Bat he could not 
imagine such an appeal being successful for many reasons, but they were pre- 
cluded from this course, as their own appeal would be issued in a few weeks, 
and, as they would have gathered, it was essential to secure a generbdus response. 
lt might be asked why anticipate evil, as so few direct applications had 
been made to the Board, and no official communication had been made to it. 
The answer was that from several quarters they had been told that the Board 
was to be asked to step into the breach, and supply whatever deficiency there 
might be; in fact they had been approached semi-oflicially. They could not ignore 
ibese representations, and the most statesmanlike course was to define their 
attitude and to communicate it to the proper quarters; some of those who had 
not yet gone might altertheir decision. In order to make the position perfectly 
lear, the Board wrote a letter on the 13th inst. tothe President of the Local 
Government Board, to which the following was the reply :—

Sik,—In reply to your letter cf the 13th instant, I am directed by the President of 
the Local Government Board to inform you that H.M. Government are in communica- 
ton with the Russian Government on the subject referred to therein. 

Inthe meantime, the Local Government Board are already authorised to repay 
Boards of Guardians half the cost of maintenance of any destitute aliens and their 
families resident in this country before the war if they have become destitute in conse-

They were favoured with an interview on the 2Ist by a high official of the Local 
Government Board, who came to them as the result of this letter. The Local 
Government Board had apparently not been unmindful of the position which 
would arise as the result of the Convention between the two Governments. It 
was stated that the dependents in question would receive a weekly grant in the 
form of out-relief, and that this charge would be half at the cost of the Govern- 
ment and half from the parochial rates, unless the Russian Government or some 
other organisation would replace the Guardians. This was on the same lines as was 
done in the cases of interned aliens’ families, and would be given to destitute 
Cases Only and not in the form of a separation allowance. Mr. Morley repeated 
to the Local Government Board that the Board had no funds available for these 
purposes, and added that the matter was to be brought before the Board that day. 

ore moving the resolutidn be wanted to say that the course which it 
recommended was not dictated by any want of sympathy with those who were placed 
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in a very difficult position. Nobody conversant with the past history of the Board 
could give encouragement to such a view. heir time, their money, and their 
experience had been devoted to a very large extent to the service of Russians and 
those of Russian origin. It had been their pride and privilege to work for them, 
but in the present case they could not intervene without prejudice to the important 
interests confided to them. While this must be the position of the Board, they 
were anxious, a$ at all times, to assist Government Departments or anyone else in 
critical circumstances, Unfortunately their staff was greatly depleted and was about 
to be further reduced, so that they would be conducting their ordinary work under 
great difficulties. Within the limits which these conditions imposed, they would 
willingly co-operate with the Department, but they could not give financial assistance. 
In conclusion he moved that the Board do contirm and continue this action. 

Mr. Morey formally seconded. 

Mr. E. LESSER supported the resolution, pointing out that the number of 
Russians that left the country was much larger than estimated. He endorsed the 
action all the more because he thought that many of the Russians who had left 
this country had probably lived here for many years, and their leaving this country 
would prove disadvantageous for the future position of the Jews. 

Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN emphasised the fact that the action of the Board was 
taken solely with a desire not to jeopardis? its position. They bad a duty to pro- 
tect that institution. 


The resolution was carried unanimously. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The Board considered an application from the East End Mothers’ Lying-in- 
Home for a contribution towards its funds 

The Rev. J. F. STERN testified to the noble work done by that institution. 
The PRESIDENT regretted that the Board was unable to subscribe any more 
towards the funds of that valuable institution on account of lack of funds, but he 
appealed to the generosity of the Jewish public to give is attention to the 
institution, which was doing so much for Jewish women in the East End 

The PRESIDENT announced the resignation of Mrs. R. Waley Coben from the 
Workrooms Committee owing to ill-health. He was sure, he said, that the Board 
would regret the cause of the resignation from a committee to which Mrs.-Coben 
had rendered such useful work. A letter thanking her for the services and 
expressing regret at her enforced resignation was agreed to.

A Sermon of the Week. 
[Specially Written for the Jewisu CuRONICLE.] 
THE PURSUIT OF HAPPINESS. 
\ All things are full of weariness; man cannot utter it; the eve is not sati:fied wiih 
secing, nor the ear filled with seeing.”-—Ecclesiastes 1., 8. 

To-morrow, in accordance with ancient custom. we shall read the Book 
of Ecclesiastes, whose pescimistic utterances seem, on the surface, to run 
counter to all that the present festival has to teach us about the joy of 
living. Ecclesiastes is struck with the unutterable monotony of life. The 
terrible sameness of things weighs heavily on his heart. He sees in exist- 
ence nothing butan everlasting repetition of the same thing. Weall go through 
the same programme. We are each of us, as it were, given the main outlines 
of our little drama, and we are at liberty to fill in the scanty details for 
ourselves. All the plots areon the same model, and we seldom strike out 
an original line. We are all born, we all die sooner or later, and the 
period between the two swift events is filled up in much the same way. 

Ve play the same games, talk the same trivialities, laugh over the 
same jokes, and weep over the same tragedies; and if we sometimes think 
that our losses or gains, or joys or sorrows, or loves or hates are greater 
than anyone else's, it is all imagination. Others have had losses as great, 
eriefs as poigaant, loves or hates as passionate as ours; and they have 
been ruled by the kindly or unkindly hand of time, and finally have been 
swept away to make room for succeeding generations, who will have the 
same emotions and consider them unique even as we do. Truly existence 
is a monotonous business. All things are full of weariness, and life is not 
worth living. That is 

ONE SIDE OF THE PICTURE. 

It is the side that struck that ancient preacher and has frequently been 
dwelt upon since. But is there not something more to be said on the 
matter? Itis true that all things go through the same process of birth, 
maturity, decay,and death ; that in some respects there is a deadly sameness 
throughout creation, from top to bottom. But there is also infinite variety, 
endless difference. Nothing is precisely like anything else in the world. 
l-very dawn is different,and no two sunsets are alike; and though day 
succeeds day in orderly procession no two days are quite alike in their 
combination of cold and heat, sunshine and cloud. Nor are the events 
ihey witmess ever exactly reduplicated. And so with our daily lives and 
experiences. It is true that the plots of our little dramas are much alike, 
that the main outline is sketched out for us, and that we may only fill in the 
details of our lives. But it is these very details, that we are apt con- 
temptuously to pass by, that make our lives what they are for better or for 
worse. There is no such thing as “mere detail”—detail is everything 
in this world. . The statement, therefore, that life is a melancholy 
monotony is absolutely false. If the world seems full of weariness, the 
fault is in ourselves, not in a world of infinite variety. It all depends on 
the eyes with which we look upon existence. If we look out for all the 
weariness and repetition, we shall find abundance of it. “I pity the man,” 
says Heine, “who can go from Dan to Beersheba, and say that all is 
barren. But so it is, and so is all the world to him who will not cultivate 
the fruits it offers." This miserable plaint of the weariness of all things 
is nothing new, and it is a cry that is still repeated in our ears only too 
often in the present day. What was the reason of it in the case of the 
pessimist of old? _ He had everything that his heart could wish, apparently. 
He tells us: “ Whatsoever my eyes desired I kept not from them, 1 with- 
held not my heart from any joy.” And yet, whatever he did, he was 
haunted by the same parrot-cry from the harpies of despair that all was 
vanity and vexation of spirit. If ever a man strove hard to extract all the 
pleasure possible out of life, that man was Ecclesiastes. He tells us 
frankly that there is nothing better than that a man should enjoy himself 
to the utmost. Pleasure was his main object, and he pursued it continu- 
ously and fervently. He had every means for obtaining it, and yet to him 
all things were full of weariness unutterable. The thing he sought so 
eagerly ever eluded him. He thought he had at last attained the object 
of his pursuit, and fain would clasp it to bis bosom, and behold a handful 
of ashes and an exceeding bitter cry. What was the reason of this unhap- 
piness in one-who had everything that is commonly supposed to make life 
worth living? Is

that riches, refinement, learning are all powerless togive any pleasure to 
their possessor? By no means. All these things are good in themselves, 
may confer vast pleasure on those who have known them, so long as they 
are not the end and aim of existence. Happiness should be the result, 
not the end, of a well-lived life. If we make'the attainment of happiness 
and pleasure the one object of existence, as the preacher did, it will always 
elude us, as it did him. The preacher, or rather the character he perso- 
nated, was essentially an egoist, a selfish man. How can I obtain 
happiness for myself ? was the cry of his soul. 
méthod, he never, did obtain it. Contrast with his character that of a true 
pene. Both see the misery of the world, but while the one sets to 

ork to remedy it, the other sits and looks at it and wrings his hands over 
it. “ That which is crooked cannot be made straight, and that which is 
wanting cannot be numbered,” says Ecclesiastes helplessly. What a 
pity all these things are so, and cannot be remedied! Yes, the 
crooked never would have been made straight, mor the wants of 
life supplied, if the world had been left to the mercy of indolent 
dreamers over the hills like Ecclesiastes. The men who do the 
world's work, who try to right the wrong, straighten the crooked, raise 
the fallen, have mo time to indulgein the luxury of the “ blues."" They always 
had too much-to doin the world, and in doing something for others they 
find a happiness that nothing else can bestow. A selfish egoism defeats its 
own end in the very pursuit of that which it seeks. Selfishness in any form 
saps the joy from existence and turns its milk to gall. The constant 
pursuit of something to give pleasure yields, when the thing has been 
obtained, nothing but a bitter taste to the jaded palate. But if we try to 


do what good we can while we are here on earth, we shall not need to seek 
after happiness. It will come to us unsought. Then we shall have no repining 
that all things are full of weariness, no crying that all is vanity, no time to 
be bored with life. The crooked will have been straightened, the rough 
places made smooth, and we shall taste joy and serenity and peace amid all 
the vicissitudes of life,

Jews in the New Europe. 
To the Editor of the Jewish CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—September 30th.—These are jumpy times, but Another 
Diarist”’ jumps to wrong conclygions in his letter to your colurnns last Friday. 
Certainly we should combine to silence the ring of anti-Jewish 
journalists, and Ido not think that the Log-Book has been backward in 
this campaign. I have named the writers in the English Junker press; | 
have wrestled with their false arguments and inferences: and I have 
drawn the admission from Mr. L.-J. Maxse (who is going to pile 
The Globe on to the National Review, like another Atlas) that, when he 
attacks the Jews, he does not mean the Jews; he only means the 
pro-German friends of pro-German Cabinet ministers before the war. 
After all, that is something done. But why should I read a journal called, 
I gather, the Weekly Dispatch, or trouble to follow the penny-a-linings of 
any third-rate novelist whom it employs? Mr. Maxse is at least a good writer, 
an honest thinker within his limits, and a consistent exponent of certaia 
principles of national policy. Mr. Ian Colvin, of- the Morning Post, 
has a delightful vein of satiric humour; he has worked out 
a novel theory of historical science very much resembling Treitschke's, 


and very nearly as impossible: and each of these pressmen 
commands attention in reputable and well-meaning circles of 
opinion. But the Weekiy Dispatch? But Mr. Max Pemberton? Sup 


posing “Another Diarist" is informed, as he writes in horror-stricken 
accents, that Brighton is “packed with Hebrews.” Since, as he tells me 
he has access to the New English Dictionary and often uses it, surely he 
can make the necessary correction for himself, and conclude that Brighton 
is full of Jews. And, if so, why not? It is a noisy place, they tell me, and 
the Weekly Dispatch young man will probably find a quieter resort at 
which to butcher the King's English to furnish Lord Northcliffe with a 
headline. It is all too petty to spend ink upon. ~*~ Another Diarist "' should 
change his newspaper, and seek the grace of a sense of proportion. 

October 1st.—Let him read The New /urope, for example. I don't 
know the price of the Weekly Dispatch, but The New Europe is 6d. a 
week, and it is well worth it. Itis written for “ specialists in their own 
spheres and at the same time readable throughout to the ordinary man." 
This is their own statement of fact, italics and all; and unlike, as I con- 
jecture, some statements in “ Another Diarist’s "’ chosen organ, it happens 
to be true. I regret the more that, in its issue of September 27th, 
The New Europe published an article entitled “ Jewry’s Stake in the 
War,” and signed “ Josephus.” The title has no meaning, and the signa- 
ture is ominous. Josephus, we are assured by his recent editor, the Kight Hon. 
J. M. Robertson, M.P. (and Right Honourable Radicals never err), ‘was 
repeatedly employed to address the Jews in the hope of inducing them to 
surrender.”’ The new incarnation of Josephus seems to serve the same 
masters as his prototype. Graetz tells us that “ Josephus broke his word 
to the dead as he had broken it to the living,” and accordingly I am not 
much impressed by the credentials of * Josephus”’ as a writer on modern 
Jewish policy. So much for the writer's chosen name. His chosen title 
is similarly repellent, “ Jewry'’s Stake in the War.” Jewry bas no stake 
in the war. English, French and American Jews have the same stake in 
the war as other Englishmen, Frenchmen and Americans, of whatever de- 
nomination or of none. “ Jewry'’s Stake inthe War” isan insult, deliberate, 
unintelligent and most offensive to the Jews of the belligerent nations who 
have fallen in their national cause. Josephus,” characteristically address. 
ing the Jews in the hope of inducing them to surrender to political Neo- 
Zionism, is guilty of a serious slander on his own Jewish fellow countrymen, 
who enlisted in crowds before the Military Service Acts, and whose 
religious convictions proved no bar to their fighting and dying 
in their country’s war. “ Jewry's. Stake in the War” implies 
a common war-aim between these dead soldiers of the King 
and Herr Ballin and other German Jews. It implies that the war- 
aim of Jewish soldiers is not the war-aim of their brothers-in- 
arms, a calumny as mischievous as it is false; and in loyalty to the living 
and the dead, a virtue traditionally foreign to “ Josephus,” as Graetz 
reminded us, I protest against the title of his article. 

And just a few remarks on its contents. “ Josephus” writes that, in 
the view of Zionists like myself, who include nearly all Jews in all ages, 
“anti-Semitism in all its forms is simply religious persecution."’ Not at 
all. I have clearly shown in this Log-Book that anti-Semitism is a political 
weapon of an aggressive national policy. It was so in Spain after her wars 
of conquest; it was so in Prussia after her wars of conquest; and if 
British Jews surrender to the political Zionism, invented by Herzl to 
counteract it, it will be so in England after her victory over Germany. 

Again he writes :— 

Like the nationality of the Jews, the Jewish question is a fact. Some Jews 
of the assimilationist and semi-assimilationist persuasion affect to regard public 
recognition of this fact as a confession of anti-Semitism and of religious 
intolerance. In their eyes to call a Jew a Jew is not to denote his membership of 
one of the most glorious among the ancient races of the world, but is akin to an 
outrage. 

This is a quaint perversion of truth. The nationality of the Jews is not a 
fact, nor does it become so by miscalling it. At the most, it is a fact 
in dispute, and, personally, | am not convinced by the “ nationality " 
arguments. I acknowledge only one nationality, that of my country and 
my King. But I am proud to be known as a Jew; and my glory as a 
member of an ancient race does not dim my reflected glory as a member of 
the English nation. The British nation includes many races, as our battle- 
fronts show to-day. There is nosuch person asa pure-blooded Englishman. 

Josephus” says that the changes in Russia. and elsewhere “cannot 

serve as a substitute for the Jewish National ideal.” Since political 
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Zionism was admittedly devised as an antidote to political anti-Semitism, 4 
change in the latter will produce a change in the former. — Josephus, 
Jndacing us to surrender, falsifies the logic of events. He writes: 

With a Zionist Jew it is possible to discuss Jewish problems as French

Zionism, Anti-Semitism, and Russian Jewry. 
& REPLY TO “ DIARIST.” 
From Mr. ISRAEL COHEN, Author of “ Jewish Life in Modern Times,” etc. 
To THE EDITOR 

Sir,—A diary is generally regarded as a safe repository for personal con- 
fessions and indiscretions, which may be published only after the writer has 
reached a still safer. repository six foot deep. But your contributor, “ Diarist,” 
seems to look upon his “ Log-Book” as a suitable vehicle for polemical 
exercises and politico-theological speculations with a pronounced anti- Zionist 
bias. He is welcome to the use that (wiih your permission) he makes of bis 
diary; but the fallacies, prejudices, errors of judgment, and mis-readings of 
history, with which his contributions so frequently swarm, call for occasional 
correction. And this seems to me to be imperatively demanded by the farrago 
2f malicious allegations and unctuous sophistries which he servedup in your 
fast week's issue. The three main theses which he laboured to establish may 
be set forth as follows :— 

(i) That Anti-Semitism is justified by Zionism ; 

(ii) That British Jewry should warn Russian Jewry to eschew Zionism, 
lest its political status be imperilled, and 

(iii) That Zionism is of German origin and must therefore be discredited. 

I shall deal with each of these theses in turn, and try to explode the mine 
of insidious insinuations and baseless assumptions upon which they are built. 


ZIONISM AND ANTI-SEMITISM, 


(i). “Diarist” is subtle enough to disguise his allegaiion that anti- 
Semitism is justified by Zionism, and thus lacks the elementary courage of an 
ingenuous controversialist. He insinuates the charge in a hypothetical defence 
that Portugal might bave set up for the expulsion of her mediaval Jews, had 
the latter been “ nationalists of the Herzl type.” He must, indeed, be bank- 
rupt in his arguments aga:nst Zionism if he now ventures to assert that Jewish 
Nationalism isa justification of anti-Semitism, What are his dataor his proofs ? 
In bis case discretion is the better part of valour, for be is discreet enough to 
advance so proofs. We have to be content with his oracular ipse dixit. Now, 
if “ Diarist ” bad at least quoted as his autborily the written or spoken utter- 
ance of some recognised anti-Semite, one could dispense with any further argu- 
ment from himself: for, however dark and devious may be the mental workings 
of an anti-Semite, we have to reckon with them and try to counteract them, 
and bad any anti-Semite declared that his policy was justified by the principle 
of Zionism, Jewish Nationalists would know what to answer. But the fact is, 
modern anti-Semitism was started nearly thirty years before the birth 
of political Zionism, and not a single one of its venom-tongued apostles 
bas ever quoted from the Basle Programme in defence or extenuation of their 
pernicious campaign. Neither Bismarck nor Treitschke, neither Schopenhauer 
nor Stocker, neither Ablwardt nor Drumont, ever based their calumnious attacks 
against the Jews on the ground that we were working for the restoration of our 
Jewish national life in the land of our forefathers. Nor, I make bold to Say, 
can “ Diarist” mention the name of any anti-Semitic ringleader of the present 

day who tries to whitewash his evil path byacoating of Zionism. Anti-Semites 
have always been prompted by other less ideal motives in their sinister warfare. 
But it bas been left for “ Diarist,” a Jew, on the eve of the most solemn day in 
the Jewish year, to fashion a new weapon for the use of our enemies. He 
must not complain if they accept the weapon and turn it against himself, for to 
the anti-Semites all Jews are alike: Zionists and anti-Zionists, Nationalists 
and Assimilationists, Orthodox and Reform, the plutocracy and the proletariat. 

lf “Diarist” is really desirous of knowing something of the origins of the 
most baleful manifestations of anti-Semitism in modern times, it should not be 
dificult for him, “‘a prominent member of the Community ” (as you doubtless 
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— 
worthily entitle bim), to obtain the information from reliable and unbiassed 
sources. He will find that, both in Germany and in France, those origins lay 
in the domains of politics and finance, and had nothing whatever to do wi: 
Jewish national aspirations. Bismarck encouraged the creation of an ani 
Semitic movement simply to undermine the Liberal Party, which was led by 
his Jewish opponents, Bamberger and Lasker, and the movement 
strengthened by the hostility and bitterness engendered by the crash of so many 
hnancial enterprises in which Jews were implicated. No manifestation of ant, 
Semitism, after the first Zionist Congress in 1897, was ever so widespread, 

v indictive and so destructive as that which held Germany and Austria in its gr; 
during the years,1870-1890. Similarly, in France, anti-Semitism was furious y 
instigated by the Boulangist movement out of revenge upon M. Joseph Reinach, 
who had frustrated the designs of its leader; and it was further inflamed by 
the collapse of the Panama Canal Company, in which a few prominent Jews 
were involved. 

And if “ Diarist” would like to know. something of the origins of ant- 
tism in England, especially during the last ten years, he has only to loo 
up the hies of the Tintes or of the Morning Post (with whose workings he 
betrays an unusually intimate acquaintance), and he will find that these ori, os 
have likewise a political and financial character. For anti-Semitism in t! 
country began to grow apace in consequence of the increasing political influence 
of a few prominent Liberal Jews, whilst our Maxses and our Chestertons se zed

upon the Marconi affair with the same savage avidity that was displayed 


by their. Freach colleagues in regard to the Panama _ scandal. Is 
it 80 many weeks since the Morning Post and other pape: 
declared that the Right Hon. Edwin Montagu, because he wa: 


a Jew, was unfit to preside over the deliberations of the Ministry of Reconstr: 
tron; or that Lord Beresford said of him that because he was not of pure 
British blood he would not be acceptable as Secretary of State for India to the 
miiions of Mohammedans? 1 would not assert that if Jewish names, in recen! 
years, bad not figured so conspicuously in the political and financial annals of 
this country, anti-Semitism would not be so rampant here. Any stick is good 
enough to beat a Jew with, and no sacrifice is great enough to save him from 
the beating. Was not a Jewish V.C. refused admission to a certain café in 
Leeds simply because be was a Jew? In these stirring days and nights of 
air-raids, it is quite enough for a few hundred West Ead Jews to flock to 
Brighton, or a few hundred East End Jews to seek cover in the “ Tubes,” for a 
fresh volley of anti-Semitic thander to break indiscriminately over their beads. 
How dare they seek the same shelter as non-Jews’? The fact, nevertheless, 
remains indisputable that anti-Semitism in this country received a vigorous 
momentum from the activity of Jewish assimilationists in the politico-financial 
world, and it is, to say the least, unfair on thé part of one of ther 
spokesmen to try to shift the blame upon the shoulders of the Jewish 
Nationalists. 

There is one otuer aspect of the charge that anti-Semitism is justified by 
Zionism. Diarist “readsany othercolumnsofthe JEwish CHRONICLE beside: 
the one he writes himself, he must know (if he has not otherwise been informed) that 
the British Government are very favourably disposed towards the Zionist 
movement, and not only the British Government but also the Governments of! 
France, Italy, and America. It is reasonable to assume that ali these Govern. 
ments, being enlightened, have not adopted their philo-Zionist attitude eacept 
after the most searching inquiry and the most deliberate consideration. Now 
all these same Governments are also distinguished by their unmistakable friend 
ship for the Jewish people. Does “ Diarist " think that the Entente Powers are 
favourable to the aspirations of Zionism because Zionism will! justify anu- 
Semitism ? Does he not see into what a hopeless knot he ties himself? And 
does he not |: kewise see that he, the vaunted British patriot, in opposng the 
realisation of the Jewish national ideal, is prostituting his patriotism to bis ant: 
Zionist prejudices ? 

THE DUTY OF RUSSIAN JEWRY. 

ui), The solemnity with which “ Diarist,” in the name of British Jewry, 
presumes to oiler advice to our fellow-Jews in Russia is, indeed, a spectacle {or 
the gods. Inthe cloak of political omniscience with which he has wrapped 
himself, he asks: “ Can we expect the Jews of Russia to see things wisely {ox 
themselves?” And he magnanimously replies: “Surely it is our duty as 
British Jews, remote as we are from the storm-area, to judge wisely for our core 
ligionists in Russia.”. To judge wisely! What wisdom—not to speak of courage 
—bas british Jewry displayed in handling the Russo-Jewish question in Englan< 
during the last eigateen months? And can British Jewry, as represented or 
exemplified by “ Diarist,” be expected to reveal any greater wisdom—courag? 
is not wanted here, though C/in/zpah is not lacking—in dealing with the 
Jewish situation in Russia itself? The leaders of Russian Jewry wou!d, 
indeed, be impoverished in counsel if they had to resort to British Jewry {or 
guidance in their own internal affairs. For what is the record of our offic a! 
spokesmen on the Russo-Jewish question? Over and over again we were ‘o!d 
in the pre-war days by our political wiseacres that as longas the Jews in [ussia 
pursued their Zionist vision, they could not expect—and were not justified io 
expecting—political emancipation. And now the Russian Revolution has com 
pletely upset all the calculations of our communal philosopbers and left them 
stripped of all their statesmanship—embarrassed political bankrupts! These 
wiseacres, who used to preach to our Russian brethren the only way to obiao 
emancigation, are now to presume to give further advice after their first reitera‘e! 
counsel bas been blown into nothingness. And now that there is no more need 
for the exercise of their political activity on behalf of Russian Jewry, they are 
to assume a sort of spiritual guardianship over them. Poor Russian Jewry | 

But “ Diarist” is really too late with his warnings. Zionism has »oW 
become a stronger force in Russian Jewry than ever it was before the war. 
The recent Zionist Conference was the largest and most imposing demon 'ra- 
tion of Jewish Nationalism ever seen in Kussia, and, what was more, the Con- 
ference received the most friendly and encouraging messages from M. Kerenshy 
and other members of the Provisional Government, whilst Zionist so!iers 
(there are thousands of such, Mr. “ Diarist”) were granted special leave {ro™ 
the front by their Commanding Officers to attend the proceedings. Put 
although the adherents im Russia of the Jewish national ideal are now more 
numerous than ever, although their organisation is more extensive, their Press 
more influential, and their funds more plentiful, it must not be thought that our 
brethren are unmindful of their duty as citizens of Russia, If, in the terrible 
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days of the absolutist régime of the Tsar, they could provide 400,000 men for 
the Army, they will require no prompting as to their duty to a Democratic 
Republic. And when the bistory of the Russian Revoluticn comes to be fully 
told it will be seen how bravely, energetically, and self-sacrificingly Jews—and 
numberless Zionists among them—worked to ensure the final and irretrievable 
doom of Tsarism, and what the millions of RKussia—and, indeed, as the future 
will show, of the whole world—owe to the efforts of a few Jews 
who are as yet nameless in ushering in the era of a greater liberty. 
If the advice of “ Diarist” were accepted, many of our brethren would 
now be occupying eminent political offices. But they are able “to see 
things wisely for themselves.” They know what an impetus was given to 
anti-Semitism in other countries by the prominence of Jews in the political 
vorid, and they are resolved, for the present, at least, to eschew such 
lanzerous ambitions. Their wisdom is demonstrated by the barrage of hostile 
Jersion with which certain organs of the English Press greeted the four 


Socialist delegates who, armed with the highest credentials of the Provisional : 


Government, recently visited this country. Two of those delegates were Jews 
—Messrs. Ehrlich and Goldenberg. That was sufficient todamn the delegation, 
und the Government that sent it, in the eyes of a considerable section of the 
British public. 


But why is “ Diarist so very keenly interested in the political activity of 


the Kussian Jews, upon whom he bestows a bouquet of compliments which~ 


writers of his school of thought are not wont to confer upon Russian Jews in 
England ? 
‘s patiently awaiting the coming of the Messiah for our restoration to Zion, one 
would expect that he would be interested in the Jews of Russia only in so far 
1s their religion is in question, that his concern would be aroused only if there 
were some new spiritual movement in their midst, some theological reform, 
some striking Rabbinical development. But “ Diarist” is actually concerned 
\bout the activity of our Russian brethren in spheres other than spiritual, in 
the extra-religious domain. How is this? Is it possible that unconsciously be 
bas the Jewish national consciousness, and writes accordingly, despite himself ? 

(ui), Finally, your contributor endeavours to discredit Zionism by insinu- 
ating that it is of German origin. His case must, indeed, be bad if he has to 
fight the national ideal of his own people by attributing its birth to enemy soil, 
The malice that can inspire such a calumny betrays the true value of the 
unciaous rectitude that he assumes. His argument is: “ The political anti- 
Semitism of Prussia made the political Zionism of Austria.” There was and 
there is no such thing as “ the political Zionism of Austria.” Political Zionism 
bad its birth not merely in the mind of Herzl, but in the minds of many other 
Jewish Nationalists before him, notably in that of Dr. Lev Pinsker, whose 
 Auto-Emancipation,” written in 1881 in Odessa, prepared Russian Jewry forthe 
practical realisation of our national ideal fifteen years before Herz! penned his 
‘Jewish State.” And“ Diarist” is sadly in error when he says.: “ Bismarck 
made Theodor Herzl, as veritably as Charles I. made Cromwell.” For Herz! 
received his vision not in Berlin, but in Paris; and if anybody made him it was 
not Bismarck but Drumont, or Paty du Clam, or Esterhazy, or any other mem- 
ber of the unscrupulous gang of Anti-Dreyfusards. But it is really immaterial 
made Herzl. Would “ Diarist™ disparage or depreciate the magnitude 
and the bravery, of the British Army because they have been “made” by 
Prussian barbarism? That would, indeed, be 2 perverse method of appraising 
personal forces and national virtues. But, granted that the national conscious- 
ness latent in Herzl was roused into splendid activity by Anti-Semitism, 
He at least rose to the height of bis task and wrought wondrously. Unfortu- 
nately, there are some Jews whose national consciousness is so torpid that not 
even the hob-nailed boot of an anti-Semite could arouse them toa glimmering 
sen e of their humiliating position. 


On what ground does “ Diarist” base his allegation that Germany was the 
birthplace of Zionism? Onno ground except his prejudice and his desire to 
score a point. The birthplace of Zionism is not Germany but the Jewish soul, 
and the record of its birth will b> found enshrined in glowing sentences in the 
pages of the Hebrew Prayer Book. Or does “ Diarist " perhaps, use an 
expurgated “Liberal” edition? But coming down to the events immediately 
precedent to the establishment of the Zionist Organisation, we find 
that “The Jewish State” was writtenin Paris, and the First Zionist Congress 
was held in Basle. Germany was not the birth-place of Zionism, in the narrow 
sense meant by “ Diarist,” for the simple reason that his German “ friends,” 
the Protest Rabbiner and the Bauch-Juden—to quote Max Nordau—of 
asimilationist Jewry, moved heaven and earth to prevent the First Zionist 
(Congress from being held in Germany. No, Germany was not the birth-place 
o! Zionism, but the birth- place of anti-Zionism! It was there that Professor 
Ludwig Geiger publicly advocated that Zionists should be deprived of their 
civil rights. Now we know the source whence “ Diarist” has derived his 
inspiration. 
out the abominable poison ” of German anti-Zionism. 

Your contributor writes: “ Naturally, foreign Jews, whether in this country 
or without, continue to parley ‘ nationalism.’ For him there are apparently only 
two classes of Jews: British Jews and foreign Jews, and the foreign Jews are 
not only “in this country,” but also “without.” Such mental insularity would 
be understandable in a clod-hopper, but when “a prominent member of the 
Community” is afflicted by such purblind Chauvinism, one may indeed 
despair of a wise and sympathetic outlook on the part of our communal 
Statesmen. I wonder how “ Diarist” would feel if he now happened to 
be in Russia: I presume he would disdain the suggestion that he would 
there be a foreign Jew. Oblivious of all the tendencies of the time, 
he pathetically pleads for “a restoration of the Jewish religion as the 
one bond of union between all Jews,” in support of which he quotes a saying 
from Luzzatti (or does he mean Luzzatto ?), and another from the arch-assimi- 
lationist, Reinach. He has read Jewish literature and studied Jewish history to 
very little purpose if he believes that the Jewish religion ever was or ever could 
be the one bond of union between all! Jews. As Lady Magnus once wrote ina 
notable article on “National Judaism”: “Those who would dissociate the 
halicnal from the religious or the religious from the national element in Judaism 
A'tempt the impossible.” The sooner your correspondent grasps this funda- 
menial truism and pursues it to its logical and inevitable conclusion, the better 
wilf he be able to envisage the Jewish situation and to appreciate the supreme 
hecessity of the political realisation of the Zionist ideal.

There has recently been printed for private distribution a series of Letters 
concerning the War which passed between an American, of New York, and hs 
relative in Germany, in the early part of the year 1915. The American letters 
(written at atime when these was no official censorship of letters) show pro- 
nounced sympathy for the Allies and a thorough understanding of their cavse, 
while it arraigns the Geffnan Government and policy in the most scathing terms. 
The German replies uphold the German point of view—that the invasion of 
Belgium was justified, and that the war was forced upon Germany by Eng!and ; 
and they conclude with a brief note to the effect that “in view of the wide diver- 
gence of views between the writer and the recipient no useful purpose could b+ 
served by continuing the correspondence.” The American letters are signed “Y.’ 
and the German replies “X.” It may interest our readers to know that “ Y ” s 
Mr. Otto Kahn, of the American banking firm, Kihn, Loeb and Co., of whic) 
Mr. Jacob Schiff isa member, The correspondence is of the utmost value 4% 
showing how fallacious is the assumption that a man's sympathies and views 4'¢ 
necessarily “ pro-German because of his German ancestry and his business ©o*- 
neciions in Germany.” We are glad to note that this correspondence has “bee 
brought to the attention of official representatives of the Allied Governments.

The Joint War Committee intend to make a similar appeal! on the 
next Intercession Day, on whatever date it is fixed. In previous years it has 
been arranged on the last Sabbath in the old year or tbe firstSabbath in the New 
Year. Clergymen and Ministers of all denominations are earnestly requested, if 
at all possible, to reserve neat Intercession Day for contributions to the Funds of 
the Joint War Committee, and thus give their congregations an opportunity of 
contributing directly to the comfort of our wounded soldiers on the various 
batilefronts. 


Russian Jews and Military Service. 


PROCEDURE OF APPEAL TRIBUNALS. 

Mr. Haves Fisher, President of the Local Government Board, has sent a 
letter to the special Local Tribunal, set up in London to deal with the claims for 
exemption from military service of Russian subjects, which held a preliminary, 
meeting on Friday. Mr. Fisher suggested that three sections of the Iussian 
Tribunal might be established. 


lt was reported that applications for exemption lodged up to September 2lst

At the preliminary meeting Mr. Bettesworth Piggott, M.P., Deputy Chairman 
of the House of Commons Tribunal, after welcoming Russian colleagues on the 
Tribunal, said that Russians who had elected to stay in England were to have in 
every way the same rights and privileges under the military Service Acts that 
British subjects had and the same rates of pay and superannuation allowances. 
He concluded that they would also get the benefit of the Civil Liabilities scheme. 
Where a Rassian subject held a certificate of exemption from the Embassy he 
would not be liable to service, but on its expiration be would have the same rights 
of application and appeal as if his app'ication had been put in prior to September 
22nd. The appeal from that Tribunal was to the London Appeal Tribunal and 
then to the Central Tribunal. Each of the three Committees would consist 
of five members, one a Russian subject. One Committee would meet at Lime- 
house Town Hall and one at Spring Gardens. They had not yet been able 
to house the other. Each Committee would meet twice a week. It might be 
necessary later, should the work become pressing, to appoint a fourth Committee, 

by expected to start about the middle of October, and had arranged to 
deal with about 400 cases a week, although this would depend upon the work of 
the Advisory Committee and the rate at which the recruiting authorities were able 
to send the cases along. There would be an Advisory Committee in each local 
area and a Central Advisory Committee. Every applicant would be medically 
examined before presenting himself to the Tribunal, and when any question 
arose, and the Tribunal ordered a fresh examination, it would be carried 
through with the least possible delay. Probably many applicants would 
pretend that they did not understand English for the purposes of 
delay, and each Committee would have a reliable interpreter. With Conscienti- 
ous Objectors he did not think they would be troubled very much. There might 
be a few cases, but he believed there was no section of the Jewish Community 
which corresponded to the Quakers and Christadelphians. There might, how- 
ever, be cases*of demand for exemption on ethical and humanitarian grounds. 
No doubt there would be many cases of one-man businesses, and each must be 
judged on its merits. It had been decided to call up the younger men of the 
“A” and “B 1” classes first, taking the lower categories later. Notwithstanding 
the Tribunal’s delicate task, he felt confident that it would command the con- 
fidence and respect of the Russian-Jewish Community. 


LEEDS, 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Witb reference to the calling up of Russians for military service and the 
sep es of these menin Leeds, Major Newton, the local Recruiting Officer, states 
as follows :— 

The Military Service Act now applies to all Russians of military age resident 
in this country, the “appointed day” being September 21st for all men who have 
elected to stay in this country. For Russians who elected to return to Russia, 

ut did not avail themselves of the opportunity, the “appointed day” is that on 
which they should have sailed. The first batch of calling-up papers were issued 
On Friday last, and papers will be sent out in batches until the whole are com- 
pleted. Every man is being given seven days’ notice, but he will not be sent 
Away on the day he presents himself for service. He will be given leave by the

S. Fox and Mr. H. Miller, representing the Jewish Advisory Com- 
mittee, waited upon Brigadier-General Kiffin-Taylor, Military Representative for 
Liverpool, by invitation, on Tuesday week e General expressed bis thanks to 
tbe foreign Jewish Community for forming a Committee to assist the authorities, 
and desired the Committee to appoint, as soon as possible, three gentlemen to 
eerve on the Military Advisory Committee. one with experience in the tailoring 
trade, one knowing the conditions preva ling in the cabinet-making trade, and 
another representing other working classsections, One of these gentiemen would 
have the right to be present at the Tr: bunal to give information in any case of

difieulty that may arise, and to ac ¢ in the capacity of interpreter. The Com- 
mittee bave accepted the Brigadier-General’s offer, and bave appointed 
Messrs. S. Cooklin, L. Latin, and Dr. Jj. S. Fox to serve on the 


Military Advisory Committee. Foilowing the memorandum submitted to 
the Local Tribunal with regard to the appointment of two members of the Jewish 
faith on the Special Tribunal, the Committee, after consideration, decided to 
reduce their panel of gentlemen whose names were to be submitted, and have 
forwarded the names of Messrs. S. Cohen, M. Greenberg, and H. Miller as willing 
to serve on the Tribunal. All these gentlemen are Kessian-born, are highly 
respected among the foreign-born elemert in the city, and have special know- 
ledge of the conditions prevailing in the lives and work of the Russian Jews. 

Another Conference of Synagogues, Friendly Societies, and the Jewish 
Labour Umions, baving a large proportion of fore:gn-born members, is to be held 
at an early date to consider the further steps that may be necessary to safeguard 
the interests of the foreigz Jews of m litary age and. to assist the authorities in 
carrying out the provisions of the Military Service Act 

A curious mistake 1s being made in Liverpool on the part of the recruiting 
authorities. During the past week a large number of Russian Jews who had 
attained the age of forty-one long before the passing of the Convention with 
Allied States Act here received calling-up notices to present themselves for service 
within a few days. On some of these men appearing before the recruiting officer 
and pointing Out that they are not liable for services under the ‘Act, they received 
the reply that unless they were forty-one years of age before June, 1916, they 
came under the Act and would: be fetched if they did not respond to the 
calling-up notices. This is manifestly an error on the part of the local 
recruiting staff, for the Convention with Allied States Act clearly gives the appointed 
date for those persons to whom its provisions app iy as “ the thirtieth day after the 
date of the Order in Council applying the Act,” and thus only those Russians 
who bad not attained the age of forty. one before September 20:b are liable for 
service. The matter bas beer placed before the Jewish Advisory Committee, with 
a view to action being taken without delay to acquaint the local recruiting 
euthorities of their mistaken readisg of their regulations.

But they take themselves very seriously, and as soon as they receive the applause 
of their supporters they develop, like Oliver Twist, “a desire for more,” and 
proclaim themselves the guardians and protectors of Jewish interests both locally 
and generally. 

This is borne out by the report which comes from Bradford as published in 
the Jewish CHRONICLE of September 14th. A “mass meeting” was held 
there, apparently under the auspices of the Leeds Jewish Representative Council, 
the President and Hon. Secretary of the latter being present for the purpose of SPECIAL 
explaining the Anglo-Russian Convention, and, at the instance of the Hon. 
. Secretary of Leeds, the “ mass meeting” passed a resolution placing its confidence QU ALITY: 
in the Bradford “ Council ” (which was formed only a few hours previous to the 
Mass Meeting) and requesting it to take under its charge the _ interests 
not only of Bradford Jewry but also of Jewry generally. As this declaration 

policy comes from the Honorary Officers of the Leeds Jewish 
Representative Council, we may assume that it is the policy adopted also in 
Leeds, and as the properly constituted congregational authorities and the well 
known communal workers of Leeds and Bradford are in no way coanected with 
these Councils, it requires no prophetic foresight to predict trouble in ‘the respec- 
tive communities if these “Soviets ” attempt to interfere in general Jewish affairs.

DUTCH MINISTER FAVOURS ZIONISM. 


In the Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant, of Sept. ) 2th, appeared the following 
statement made by M. Treub, Dutch Minister of Finance, toa representative of the 
Joodschec Korrespondenz of The Hague :—" The Jewish problem is an international 
problem, and its solution is of universal interest. It will be very agreeable to me, 
personally. if an international solution of the Jewish problem is possible, and 
if one of the results of the world war should be the formation of a Jewish State. 
The first requisite in connection therewith would naturally be that the Christian 
Holy Places should come under the control of Christian authorities or that they 
should be internationalised. But 1 do not think that any difficulties, would arise 
over the matter. The restoration of the Jewish people to its land is, from the 
humanitarian standpoint, an ideal so noble that every friend of humanity must 
wish that the solution of the Jewish problem should take place in the Zionist 
sense. Hence all endeavours should be made in the direction of enabling the 
Jewish people to resettle upon its old homestead, so that the problem of such 
importance for the Jews themselves and for the whole world should be solved.” 


“ POALEI ZION” DEMANDS REGARDING PALESTINE, 


The following extracts regarding the future status of Palestine are from the 
statement recently presented by the Delegation of the “Poalei Zion” to the 
Dutch-Scandinavian Socialist Committee 

PALESTINE. 

The principle source of all the sufferings of the Jewish people the loss of its 
historic home and its dispersion in many countries. Its landiessmess has deprived the 
jewish people of the ability to develop its lite independently, and made its fate depend 
to an intolerable degree upon the advance and decline of the nations within whose 
domaiu the Jews settle; it is the cause of its abnormal existence and of its exceptional! 
position among the nations of the earth: it is, above ail, the cause of the unhealthy 
occupational composition and social stratification of the Jews, of the smal! political and 
socia)] resisting capacity, of the restrictions in the intellectual life of the Jewish masses. 
and of their constant migrations and their restlessness. There is no need to point out 
specially how very much these abnormal) circumstances impeded the develop rent of the 
Jewish labouring class. 

The recognition of this situation, as wellas the uointerrupted spiritual connection 
of the jewish people with the ancient ancestral soil, called into existence the Jewish 
national movement, which aims at the territorial solution of the Jewish question by the 
creation of a compact Jewish settlement in Palestine. In the radical economic re- 
arrangement, a preliminary condition of which is the return of as large a number as 
possible of Jews to productive occupations, we perceive the indispensable means of the 
recuperation of Jewish economic life. The settlement of the wandering.Jewish masses 
in Palestine displays, despite ail difficulties, tendencies already full of promise. It is the 
beginning of a Jewish community of labour and culture, which, with its growth, is des- 
tined to become a centre of attraction for Jewish emigration and a place of free national 
development of a people secured in its existence. The great vital power latent in this 
national ideai revealed itself both in the extraordinary joy of sacrifice on the part of the 
jewish masses for the objects of the work in Palestine, as well as in the fact that this 
ideal restored to the Jewish people its faith in itself and became the mighty lever of a 
widely ram fied movement of national! revival, in which all classes of our people are 
taking part. Our Palestine demands are to-day not only the immediate goa! of the 
national movement organised in Zionism, they are the demands of the great majority of 
the Jewish democracy. 

It is clear that this work of settlement has not the least in common with the policy 
of colonial conquest, expansion, and exploitation. The Jewish people, which has no 
organs of State power and seeks no markets and raw material monopolies for the manu- 
lactures of a “ mother country,” cannot think of carrying on colonia! politics in Palestine 
and oppressing the native population. The jewish people aims at creating a secure 
place of labour for its uprooted, wandering masses; it wishes, in peaceful collaboration 
with the Arab population, to promote the productive forces of the country. Jewist

A Kosher line is the Brighton line in these stressful davs of aerial combat. 
foard the six-something from Victoria or London Bridge, and you might imagine 
yourself in the dear old “ Lane” as it used to be on “Chametz Bottel.” All 
Israel seem to be scurrying from the metropolis o' nighis, with the zest with which 
they return on the following morning. And all Israel, train-borne to Brighton 
and bombless nights, is bound to kill time somehow. Thus we discover solo 
party, whist drive, chess contest, as a means of relieving the tedium of the 
journey to the Sussex Coast. Andthechatter' Imagine a hotly-contested ele 
tion on “ Election Sunday,” multiply the excitement by ten, and there you have 
a typical night scene on the six-something to Brighton. And the more crowded 
the carriages the happier they be. Oh! what an accommodating people |! 


[ am told that something approaching forty thousand of our brethren have 
made their homes—temporarily or otherwise, as financial exigencies permit—in 
this delectable part of Sussex, and that seats at Jewish boarding-house tables are 
as coveted as ‘chequer bonds to-day. Forty thousand! Did the fine s/iool in 
Middle Street ever foresee the day when so vast a Jewish army would invade its 
environs’? What a Tishri opportunity has been lost by those enterprising 
impresarios who once catered for the temporary services in the Ghetto ! 


Forty thousand Israelites seeking spiritual fare! What a chance for a Jewish 
Spurgeon! Iam inclined, as an afterthought, to amend that forty thousand con. 
siderably. As a daily traveller on the crowded trains pathetically observed 
“Forty thousand’? Four hundred thousand, rather'” But then he'd been 
standing up all the way from Hoveto Victoria. And one make allowances 

There is no need to remind you that this kind of exodus has been fairly 
general. Indeed, it appears to me that CHRONICLE readers may be placed just 
now in two categories—those who have pitched their tents at Harrow, and those who 
have plumped for Surbiton, safety and sylvan surroundings—which alliterative 
effort sums up the situation O anicety. Harrow, when I saw it a while ago, was 
the sort of spot that prompted me instinctively to doff my hat when emerging 
from the station. It was so old-worldly, so serene, so charged with the fragrance 
of its educational associations, that one felt proud to breathe the air that 
famous Harrovians had erstwhile drawn into their distinguished lungs. It was 
the Harrow of our dreams, and we trod its byways with something akin to 
reverence. We are treading its byways to-day, but on a far different mission 
We are sampling the wares of *' the butcher, the baker, the candlestick maker,’ 
for heaven only knows how long Harrow isto be the temporary home of scores 


and scores of our exiled brothers and sisters. But “ Harrow's safe '—and that's 
all about it 


And so you shal! see them making their way across the famous town, and wel. 
coming their Ghetto friencs on Sundays. Note the approval of the new arrivals; 
watch them as they sample Harrow’'s pure, sweet air, and vow that “ by their 
blessed lives” they'd settle in Harrow to-morrow if it weren't for business and 


domestic considerations. It's a case of Middlesex calling to Middlesex Street. 
Middlesex is nearly full! 


Of course you'll say that this is mere exaggeration. [ut it's as real as the 
income-tax demand that lies on my study table. Watch the Waterloo trains as 
their passengers disembark, and -you shall observe without fail the generous 
Semitic sprinkling from Kingston, Surbiton, Norbiton, and other delightful spots 
“ap the river.” Temporary residents all, it would not surprise me to learn of a 
widespread post-belium migration for good from Highbury, Canonbury, Crickle- 
wood, and Clapton, to those new-found idyllic spots by the immemorial Thames 
that serve as cities of refuge in these troublous days 


It is easy to understand the temporary impetus to froorke:t that comes with 
the advent of Tishri. The grocer whose coffee is not as it might be; the baker 
whose bread is invariably inexcusable, seem to be influenced, with the coming of 
another year, with a desire to mend their several ways. And, so far as the private 
individual is concerned, I am told by a prominent purveyor that many to whom 
Kosher meat is ordinarily taboo, fly instinctively to the Jewish butcher for their 
Tishri supplies, reverting to their ordinary fare when Kippur isover. It would be 
amusing, were it not quite so tragic. And the parvenn is the greatest offender. 


There are folk who dub us a money-grubbing people, a people without a 
thought that rises above business and its sordid ways. There have been times 
when this classification seemed justified—justified more abundantly than one 
~cared to confess. And yet, the other afternoon, passing through one of the 
arteries of the City, I espied a successful Jewish business man gazing lone and 
earnestly into the «ther. I followed his gaze. Was it Taube or Gotha that held 
bim thus riveted? Or could it be that this speck, almost lost. in fleecy cloudlets 
of Zionist blue, was an airman manoeuvring high over the City? It was neither 
of these. My business friend dropped to earth when I addressed him. “There 
it goes!” he said. “It” was a creamy-hued butterfly, whose meanderings he had 
followed for full half-a-mile. We are a race of idealists after al!, for there must 
lie unplumbed and unsuspected depths of imagery in many of us. A bopeful sign 
in a so-called “ materialistic people.” 


Those of us who once regarded Mary Pickford as the “ bright particular star” | 
of the moving-picture world—and Miss Pickford, personally, is a dainty lady 
whom it is a delight to know—will be interested to hear that a daughter of Israel 
is attempting to outshine this capable young actress. Carmel Myers is a rabbi's 
daughter and hails from Los Angeles. Carmel, from her earliest years, displayed 
ma ked dramatic ability, and now we find her playing the leading rdles in the 
Yorke-Metro productions. London shou!d be on the look-out for this young 
Jewish actress, for, sentimental reasons apart, we are assured that not only is she 
intensely loyal to her faith, but is considered to be “ even more religiously inclined 
than her mother and her grandmother, both of them wivesof Rabbis.” What an 
objsct-lesson for the average Jewish serio, who absents herself each Kippur from 
the variety stage, on account of “ severe indisposition ! ” 


Some of my orthodox friends are wondering how best to adapt the Defence 
of the Realm regulations to the erection of their modest Succah. If the roof is 
to remain open to the star-powdered sky, what of the light that is bound to per- 
colate throbgh the leafy thatch ? Just imagine the plight of some orthodox brother 
whose Succah arouses the suspicion of a too-zealous “special.” Our Succah 
dweller may quote precedent for this seeming lapse. But what atask to convince 
the limb of the law! The wood shortage, again, will be found to have deterred 
not a few whose“ succahs” in the past have been ephemeral structures. And as 
for Lulab and Etrog, happy are they whose fragrant specimens have braved the 
U boat and torpedo. Verily they should offer up an extra special S/rechepanu, _
